MONG the names of American 

soldiers listed by the enemy as 
prisoners in the Korean War is that 
of Sgt. Alfred Edward Ruiz. Al, 
who spent four years in the High 
School, graduating in 1943, has been 
on duty in the Orient since he was 
called as a reserve October 15, 1950. 
His first assignment was to Tokyo 
but he was not satisfied till he was 
given duty as a line soldier. He was 
listed as missing last May 18. 

The Korean War was the third 
hitch in the army for Ed. After see- 
ing service in World War II in the 
East, he re-enlisted and saw further 
duty there. When the Korean war 
broke out, Al was a civilian and 
tried unsuccessfully to enlist. He 
remained in the reserves and event- 
ually was recalled to duty.

ne FOLLOWING is a portion 
of a letter written by an As- 
sumption student, James Stock, on 
February 14, 1878, to his sister in 
Toronto: 


Tells of Fire 


“IT suppose you heard of the fire 
at the College before now, but I will 
tell you something about it. The 
fire originated in the cellar where 
the boiler is situated and what 
caused the fire was the explosion of 
a kerosene lamp which was down 
there. 


“All the boys were playing in the 
yard when someone saw the smoke 
issuing from the cellar. He then 
told one of the Masters that the 
place was on fire, he of course ran 
down the cellar and seeing it was 
true, raised the alarm. The study 
hall windows were smashed in and 
snow and water dashed in. They 
then got in and with the help of 
some Sandwichers had the floor 
torn up and water poured down to 
quench the flames. 

“Willie (a brother) and I and also 
the rest of the boys ran upstairs 
and packed the sheets with our 
clothes, and brought them down. 
One of the boys was so excited

Purpose of Grants 


The federal government made the 
grants for the purpose of helping 
Canadian institutions of higher 
learning to meet the rising cost of 
education. This federal aid was one 
of the recommendations of the re- 
port of the Royal Commission on 
national development in the arts, 
letters and sciences, 1949-51. 

Assumption received $64,500 as 
its share of the federal grant. The 
money will be used to help meet 
operating deficits and to adjust sal- 
aries of lay members of the faculty.

T. REV. William J. Christian, 
70, pastor of St. John the Evan- 
gelist Church, Syracuse, N.Y., since 
1940, died in St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in ‘that city on September 20. Death, 
due to coronary thrombosis, came 
after a brief illness. 


Msgr. Christian was a native of 
Binghampton, N.Y. and was an 
Assumption student from 1897 to 
1902. He studied theology at St.

UR professor of economics re- 

turns to the staff of his Alma
